Panama, Saptember 9.—A crisis is at 
hand in the affairs of Panama. The 
most important question affecting the | 
future of the republic will be settled dur- 
ing the next two weeks. Public feel- 
ing has been aroused to fever pitch. It 
has now cooled down pertially, but it 
is eagerly awaiting the outcome of the 
negotiations hetween John Barrett, min- 
ister of the United States, and Don Tomas 
Arias, the Panama secretary of govern- 
ment. 

For a time so excited were the people 
of Panama that there were open threats 
of another revolution and of a return to 
the jurisdiction of Colombia. 

The issue under discussion is the vital 
one of contro] of the ports or harbors 
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at the two ende of the canal. Panama 
claims that, according to article 2 of the 
treaty. they are hers and must be under 
her furisdiction and sovereignty in order 
fo protect her frevenues and foreign 
trade. The commission insist that article 
2 has no such meaning and that it will 
be impossible for the United States to 
construct and control the canal unless 
tt has absolute authority over the two 
entrances.

Running 40 Miles an Hour. 

Charlotte, N. C., September 9.—The 
wrecked train was running about 40 
miles an hour when the trestle, which 
is about 300 feet long, spanning a mead- 
ow near the Catawba river, gave Way. 
The engine and cars passed over, but 
were drawn backward into the abyss and 
upon the other cars, a light engine and 
caboose piling in on top of the train 
of wreckage before it could be flag- 
ged.

More Room Is Needed fo 
Accom medation of Girl 
Students. 


Provision will be made by the finance 
committee of council for the construc- 
tion of a two-story brick antex for the 
Girls’ High school, facing on Washington 
street, It is expected that the prelimi!- 
naries will be arranged and the construc- 
tion of this building will begin within the 


next two weeks. 

Luther Z. Rosser and Dr. L. P. Steph- 
ens, of the board of education, went be- 
fore the finance committee of council 
yesterday to explain the needs of the 
board for the remainder of the current 
year. It is estimated that the board will 
require about $16,000 additional to pay 
the necessary expenses of the public 
schools up to January !. 

One of the principal expenses is the 
construction of this anmex to the Girls 
High school in order to relieve the over- 
crowded condition of many of the rooms. 
In some of the rooms the girls have had 
to take seats by windows where they 
would be Iiable in cold weather to catch 
cold and perhaps become seriously ill.
